ning of one in pain ; tbat would hare 


distresssd me, and called fortL sytapsthy, 
rather than aversion. Tn ue, it was like the 
groaning of one in anguish and despair, but 
not ilike any mortal voice. It seemed too 
dre^dfnl, too intense, for human utterance.
